Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance 


COMMENTS 


The "Statement of Reasons for Allowance" included at page 2, of the Notice of 
Allowance dated July 20, 2004 indicates that "The examiner agrees with the applicant's 
argument that the prior art does not disclose or suggest first, second and third pairs of holes 
(or indentations) formed on a surface of the second object such that first, second and third 
pairs of metal balls are tightly fitted ..." (emphasis added). 

Applicant respectfully submits that allowed Claims 1 and 1 1 do not recite a feature 
. . first, second and third pairs of metal balls are tightly fitted ..." (emphasis added). 

Rather, Claims 1 and 11 recite "... first, second and third pairs of protrusions tightly 
fitted . . .," (emphasis added) respectively. 

Consequently, the statement in the Notice of Allowability is believed to be improper. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfiiUy requests a revised statement of reasons for allowance 
that better reflects allowed Claims 1 and 11.
